Taken in all its 
circumſtances, it is beyond. a parallel. It 

contains ſuch a numher of ſurpriſing incidents, and all, 
at laſt, ſo overruled by the providence of God, for the 
of the eaftern world, that it is not only one of 

e moſt entertaining, but allo the moſt infSraFive 
ieces of hiſtory. It gives an i/lufrious cherafter to 
hovah, as a being of /«cb ſublime perfectioua, that 
the moſt unpromifing events are, by him, made ſub- 
ſervient to his own glory, and the good of his people. 
Ig teaches the malignancy of the paſſions of envy — 
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Thus, the brethren of Joſeph, are under fearful ap- 


| coofeſs their fault, and aſk | forgiveneſs, hoping

hatred on the one hand, and the freng/h of nafara! 
effetion on the other; and when theſe are ſet in con- 
froft, as in the caſe of Joſeph and his brethren ; when 
the events are /o unexpected, /o intereſting, and at Jaft 
terminate ſo well, the ſtory becomes toe impaſſioned 
to be read with ſtoical inſex/ibility. A man of ſeati- 
ment and of picty can never read it-with an wnofeZed 
heart, or with eyes #»/affuſed with tears. From is 
we farther learn that guilt is fearful and ſuſpicious, 


prehenſions (fince their father was dead, who was 
centre of union,) left Jeſeph, now in power, ſhould 
take deſerved vengeance upon tbem who had defigned, 
and really, for a time, brought him into moſt unhap- 
py circumſtances.

nued to #his gay. ® ok 


Were we te trace the ſimilitude, it would be no 
difficult matter to point out a ſtriking one in ſeveral 
ieulars, though not in all. It muſt be confeſſed 
there ars ſome diſcrepant circumſtances. Thus, a fin- 
gle family was concerned in the baniſhment of Joſeph z 
whereas, a whole nation meditated the ſubjugatien or 
ruin of the American State. | | 


In the cafe of Joſeph no murder was committed; 
though originally intended ; but murder has been pere 
petrated bere, with every circumſtance of cruel barba- 
tity.— la theſe two inſtances they differ, but agree in 
many others. | 


Joſeph's brethren through fear of his future exaltds 

tion and aggrandiſement, firſt intended to murder, 

and afterwards ſold him into Egypt. Envy was the 

moving cauſe. And what greatly different excited the 

Britiſh king and his parliament to meditate and ſtir up

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® As hoſtilities firſt began in the town of — it was 
Wonght proper by the worthy and patriotic miniſter of that 
place, with the entire approbation and coneurrence of his reſ- 
peQed hearers, to inflitute a ſolemn annual commemoration 
of that important event; on which the /i has been un- 
der arms, military exerciſes performed, and a ſermon preach 
to crouded auditories. The whole bas been conduRed wit 
at decorum, and to univerſal acceptance, The Rev. Mr. 
lark preached the firſi ſermon, in which is contained a par- 
ticular narrative of the whole tranſaction; Mr. Cooke, of 
Cambridge, the next; then Mr. Cabin. of Waltham ; Me.

Theſe paſſages, methinks, are greatly wreſted. , For 
they refer not to moral but to natural and penal evils 
as has been the confeſſion of the wiſe and /earned 1 

former ages, a very few only excepted. They hey 
now preſſed into the ſervice of a particular ſet, who 
would make the wondering world believe, that they 
are the authors of new diſcoveries, and have unraveled 
a difficulty which has nonpluſed the brigheſt geniuſes 
in former and latter times ! But, pride apart, wha 
could ſuppoſe that the above- mentioned paſſages coun- 


tenance any ſuch ſentiment ? a ſentiment repugnant 


to the moral character of the Deity, which ſubverts the 


order of nature, and makes an holy GOD very like 


to his grand antagoniſt, the Devil ! To ſuppoſe that 
GOD, cannot effe 4 his deſigns without bringing ſin 
upon the ſtage, or influencing moral agents xo the 
perpetration of it, is to imagine that all powerful and 
pirfet Being to be weak and impotent, and altoge- 
ther ſuch an one as ourſelves ! 


It is true, the great Jebovab has certain plans ot 


providence which he carries on, and never wants 
means to effect. But is it not contrary to the true 
228 of Scripture, and the common ſenſe of man- 
tind, to aſſert that he is the efficient cauſe of fin, and 
that he influences men to commit it, in order to effect 
his deſigns ? There is no need of this ; for if gaod 
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there is forever a ſufficient number of moral, free agents, 
who, prompted by the devil, and their own hearts 
luſts, are ready, to do that, which under the ſuperin- 
tending providence of God, is overruled and finally 
terminates, either to the general good of the ſyſtem, or 
to a partitular part of it. 


| The brethien of Joſeph, filled with envy and ambi- 


tion, could not brook his dreams, nor bear his party- 


colour'd coast; and therefore conecived a deſign to 
murder, or ſome way get rid of him : But the great. 
GOD, khrows ane whom are all his werks, from the 
beginning of the world; whoſe c:unſt! Ball land, and 
5 will do all bis pleaſure, made theſe ſame paſſions 
ſubſervient to his particular purpoſe. They. intended 


to gratify their malice, but We to indulge his bound- 


leſs philanthropy and benevolence. Now I would 
aſk, Is there not a mighty difference between G O D's 
permitting theſe brethren the gratification of their 
hearts deſire, and governing it to the public good, and 
his being the efficient cauſe of their behavior © The 
latter opinion makes men machines; the former ig 
eonſiſtent with that freedom which is eſſential to ra- 
tional being to moral agents. ö 


I have obſerved, that GOD has general plans of 
Providence, which ke is ever carrying into execution, 
and which he ſome times accompliſhes through t 
laſts and paſſions of men.—I will mention a few ir 
Rances out of very many.—lt was the will of heave 
that a ſeven years drought ſhould come upon tt 


. Cafters world, and that the poſterity of Abra ban, the 


in Cangen, ſhould be preſerved from the fatal infl: 


ence of it. This could not be better effected, in t“ 


common courſe of things, than by having a prude- 
Den of their own number ſent before them mole: 
* 
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that garden of the world, who, having a foreſight of 


dhe impending ſcarcity and through a variety of ad- 


verſe fortune, being raiſed to aiſtinction and. power, 
ſhould cauſe the ereftion of granaties, by ſtores ſea- 
.ſonably accumulated in which, the poſterity of Jacob, 
as well as others, ſhould be preſerved from the ſad 


_ conſequences of a' ſevere and long continued ſcarcity: 


This ſcheme was executed by the malice and envy of 
Jacob's ſons, who ſold their brother with no other 
view than to be rid of his pretended, haughty and im- 
rious temper, Now, through whoſe efficiency was 
this barbarous baniſhment brought about? God's ? or 
Satan's ? Let ſcripture and common lenſe decide. 


Indeed, ſome perſons pretend that God influences to 
the opus gperaium, to the outward action, but not to 


the ſinfulneſs of it. This appears to me, a lame ac- 
' Gount of the matter. It will not quadrate with the 


eaſe referred e in the text. How can we, in that in- 
ſtance, ſeparate the action from the obliquity of it. c 
To ki/l, or to baniſh perſons, under ſome circumſtan- 
ces, is a virtuous action, a laudable deed, when they 
have forfeited their lives or merited exile. But how can 
the ſame be done to innocent perſons without guilt ? 
And if there was guilt, to whom is it te be imputed ? 
To God, or to Jacob's ſons ? Let God be holy, but 
every man a faner. 


In after ages, the Jews were to be redeemed from 
Zeypt by an out · ſtretched arm. The great Jehovah, 
in that idolatrous country, and emporium of the world, 
choſe to diſplay his wonderful works, and his evideat 


ſuperiority to the falſe gods of the Heathen. Nothing 


gave a greater ſcope for this,than the obſtinacy of Pha- 
£aob, the reigning prince, whe refuſed to let the chil- 
dren of ren go out of his dowigions, till the moſt 
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aftoniſhing judgments were ſent, and miracle wrought 
ia the land of Ham ! But we are not from hence to 
conclude that God by his efficiency produced this pra- 
vity of diſpoſition; in the Egygtian king. All that 
was neceſſary, was to raiſe to the throne, and cavſe to 
ſtand there a certain man, whoſe avarice, ambition and 
t/tanny prompted him to detain the poſterity of Ijrael 
ia his kingdom, till Jehovah demonfteated himſelf io 
be the true God of the univerſe. 'There is one ob- 
jection to this account of the matter: the ſcripture aſ- 
ſerts, in direct and poſitive terms, . that Cod hardened 
Pharaoh's heart. It alſo ſays in other plaees, that he 
ardened his own heart ; nothing more, therefore, can 
reaſonably be intended thereby, than that God permitted 
him to follow the evil diſpoſitions of his heart, left him 
expoſed to the temptations ef the world and the devil, 
took from him his holy ſpirit, and 3ronght him into 
ſuch trials, as meeting with a perverſe temper, render- 
ed it more ſe ; not that he uſed any politive laflucnce 
in the production of this event. 


Farther, i it was the will of heaven, a ſcheme in pro- 
vidence, that the people of Iſrael ſhould be planted 
down in the land of Canaan. To this end the antient 
inhabitants mult be exterminated. 7 bey were left there- 
fore, to fill up the meiſore of their iniquity, that fo 
the Jews might be juſtified, in the deſtruction of them. 
To ſuppoſe God made them wicked by. his own ef- 
ciency, is to imagine that he was reduced to the berd 
necelſity of juſtifying one ſin by the production of 
Went. than which oY cap be more n ot 
& urd. 


Again; The Jews after being ſometime planted. ia 
Canaas become extremely vile; ſo that, agreeable to 
the moral narure of the diyine goverpmeay it was ne- 
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_ eeflary they ſhould be puniſhed by eaptivity. There 

were thoſe who were ready to carry this deſign ints 
execution. Senacharib undertook the ſervice: but it 
was far from his intention, to fulfill the deſigns or exe- 
cute the plans of heaven ; all that he meant was to 

ratify his /uff of domination and congueſt. According- 
ly we find the Almighty thus declaring, I wil! pu- 
niſh the fruit of the flout heart of the king of AHrid. 
He meaneth not ſo, xeither doth his heart think ſo; 
Jui it is in bis heart te deſtroy, and 10 cut off nations 
ot u few. . te gen ce Oe Ree 


Once more : It was the ſcheme or plan of provi- 
dence, to redeem the fallen world by the advent and 
| facrifice of Jeſus Chriſt. In order to accompliſh this 

benevolent plan, the Saviour of the world muſt be 
put to a cruel and ignominions death. Judas and the 
people of the Jews ſtood ready to accompliſh the 
deed, which, though nefarious in itſelf, was productive 
of the happieſt conſequences to the world, The per- 
petrators were actuated by the worſt of principles. Se- 
tan, through the door of avarice, entered into Zadasr; 
and St. Peter declares, that his murderers in general 
were moved by an evil ſpirit, and practiſed with wick- 
ed hands. — Him being delivered by the determinate 
counſel and foreknowledge of God, ye have taken and by 
wicked bands have crucified and flain.” —From theſe 
examples it plainly appeats, that though there be gene- 
ral ſchemes of providence which will be executed; yet 
we are by no means obliged to recur to the blaſpbe- 
mous aſſertions of ſome late dogmatiſts, who tell us, 
that as the plan was from heaven, the evil principles 
by which it was accompliſhed were from God.

It was the will of heaven, and agreeable to his gene ;

This ſeparation muſt be brought about, like moſt 
other events, by the ageney of men. Americs map 
revolt ; and ſome incidents m take place, to induce 
or excite them thus to do. The averice and tyranny 
of Britain ſoon led them to this. Inſtigated by thoſe 
reſtlels defires, they impoſed heavy burthens grievous 
to be borne; revoked our charters, ſbut up our ports z 
'Ebanged the mode of eriminal proſecution ; guariered 
a body of armed men upon us, who inſulted the inha- 
bitants ; and finally, to complete the ſyſtem of oppreſ- 
fion, excited the dogs of war, the ſens of violence, to 
butcher innocent and wnoffending men. The firſt at- 
* ay was made upon the militia of this town, who, on- 
Iy becauſe they appeared in arms, and thereby demon- 
ſtrated that they would not be tame /peators of every 
eutrage, inſult and abaſe, were, in a moſt inbuman 
manner, cut down, and eight of them had their ſouls 
inſtantly diſlodged from their bodies. As ſoon as the 
Jane of this barberous deed had reached the diſtant 
Colonies, all America roſe as one man to arms, to avenge 
the wrong done to their fellow. countrymen ! The 
Pad troops, indeed, marked their progreſs through 
Ibis and the neighbouring towns on that memoredie day, 
which we now ſolemnize, with ſuch characters, of un- 
heard of barbarity, that all to whoſe ears it came, were 
ready to fay, that no ſuch deed bad been done in Ameri- 
es ſince its firſt ſettlement to that time +. And 
IIe ſenſibie, that 28s of greater burbarity ig theraſclves 
 $ubeured, have fowejunce been committed again} the — 
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And having their ſouls filled with an extreme abtors 
rence of it, were ready tocry out in the language of 
Jecob, when he reflected on the ervelty of Simeon and 
Levi; O ſoul, come not thox into their ſecret, 
unte their aſſembly, mine honor, be thou not united; 
fer in their anger they flew a man, and in thiir ſelf will 
digged down a wall. Curſed be their anger for it was 
Ferce, and their wrath for it was cruel. From this 
wasn and uiproveked maſſacre, the Ameritan way 


took 
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ricens by the aboriginel/s of the country. But flill, when all 
circumſtances are duly conſidered, the affair at Lexiaętos may 
be pronoun ced eruel beyond a parallel. This will appear, if 
we for a moment re ſle & upon the cav/e ard the anthers of this 
deteflable deed. The indians and no otherways than might 
reaſonably be expected. VUantytored and de ſtitute of civilite- 
ties, they always made war with every cir cumſtar ee ot fero- 
eity; it was their nature and agreeable to their modes and 
habits of lite. Beſides, they were pt culiarly ir cenſed again

The 
Americans were never indebted to Britein for the ſoil the 
now pcfſeſs ; they purchaſed it with their own money, an 
cultivated it with their own bands, It was extremely cruel, 
after they had driven our forefathers from Farqpe into the 
wilds of Amer ice, to purſue their ſons, ard laughter them in 
heaps, for no (her crime than tenaciouſly adhering to their 
liberties and inheritance, which were travfmitted to them from 
their arceftors. Upon « review of theſe ſeveral particu'zre, 
we may be jufliified in ſaying, no ſuch deed had been done 
in this country ſiace it was inhabited by emigrants fromBri-, 
taia, to that tine Heaven, it ſeems, reſented it, together 
with their ot he t bi harons conduct towards this people ; for
